of Women ; but now [i.D. 1607] the said Town is poBseased by Fialier- 
inea, and there is no such reckoning made of those tender little 
Dogs, — for these are not bigger then common Ferrets, or W.easilB, — 
yet are they not small in understanding, nor mutable in their love to 
men : for which cause thoy are also nourished tenderly for pleasure ; 
whereupon came the proverb, Mililma CaUlla, for one nourished for 
pleasure ; and Canig digna Ikroao, because Princes hold them in their 
hands, sitting upon their estate.*

Their bead like the head of a Mouse, 
but greater, their SDOwt sharp, their ears like the ears of a Cony, short 
legs, little feet, long tail, and white colour, and the hairs about the 
shoulders longer then ordinary, is most commended. They are of 
pleasant disposition, and will leap and bite without pinching-, and bark 
prettily ; and some of them are taught to stand upright, holding up 
their fore legs like hands ; other to fetch and carry in their mouths, 
that which is cast unto them.

trifle away the treasure of time, to withdraw their miodes from more 
commendable exercisea, and to content their corrupted concupiHcences 
with vain diaport (a ailly shift to shun irksome idleness). These puppies, 
the smaller they be, the more pleasure they provoke, as more meet play- 
fellowes for minsinK miatresBes to bear in their hosomes, to keep company

This Pupperly and pleasant Cur, 
(which some frumpingly tearm Fysting Hound) serves in a manner to 
no good use, except (as we have made former relation) to succour 
and strengthen qualing and qualming stomachs, to bewray bawdery, 
and filthy abhominable lewdness (which a little Dog of this kinde did 
in Sicilia) as ^lianag in his 7 Book of Beasts, and 27 Chapter,

For there is some 
kinde of great hoge fish, with great bodiea & huge, as it were tuouu- 
taines and hills, as lBi[dore] aaith : auch waa the whale that swallowed 
lonas the Prophet; hia wombe waa bo great that it might be called 
bell ; for the Prophet aaith ; ' In that wombs of belt he heard nie.' 
And ther be some fish so small, & that vnneth they be taken with 
hooka, as lBi[dore] sajth .li, 12. Afforus ia a little fish; & for little- 
ness, it may not be taken with hooka ; and there it is said that 
Enchinua is a fish VDUeth halfs a foots long, and hath that namo, of 
Iferendo, cleaning : for though hs be full little of body, Deverthelea he 
ia most of vertue : for he cleaueth to the ship, & lloldeth it atill 
Bteadfastly in the sea, as though the ship were on grounde therein.

And that Fish holdeth not 
still the ahippe by any crafl, bot onely by cleaning to Iha ahip. 
LatineB call this fiah Moron. For by strength he maketh the ship to 
stand, as it ia said. 

"(Addition. As touching this strange fiah, whose smalneaae, witA 
his vertue of Btaieag ahips, doth passe mans reason : tlie Grecians cat 
EthneU, of the Latines Remora, because she doth stay ships. Opiaaiia 
and Aelian write, that lie deliglitetli most in the high seaa : he is of 
length a cubit, that is, halfe a yard, of a browne conloar, like vnto an 
Eelo : diuerse opinions are of this fish, but all authours agree thai, for 
a manifest truth, auch a kind ther ia, whereof one of these Fishes stayed 
the Giilley of Caitu Cresar. PImie meruailing, saytli : ' Oh straunge 
and wonderful] thing! that, all the windes blowing, and the most 
furious tempests raging, notwitliatanding the violence of the same, yet 
doth this small Fish holde steadie the ahip whereto he ia fastened, so 
greste is the secrete of nature, by the ordinauoce of God.' Moreouer, 
by trauailiiig the coaates of ArMrka, the later trauailers reporte to haue 
felt the strength and vertue of the same kinde of fish.) "^1582.

executors of the 2nd part, and Percival Willoughby of Middleton, co.

Cosery : Which Six Books or Volumes were copied out by John Stov), 
and by him sold to this Learned' Man YCamden\ for an Annuity of Eight 
Pounds per Annum ; which he did pay nntu the said SUyme, during bis 
Life; as the said John Sloute himself, before his Death, confessed to 
divers Persons of Credit ; lamenting the Wrong done to Leyland, both i 
by that Learned Man ; and also by one Sarriton of Wt/ndeiore, who 
likewise had robbed Leyland of the Islands adjacent to this Beahn of 
England; setting them in Hollingiked, as his own Travels and Collec- 
tion, &o. These Lines, reflecting unworthily upon Slmc, as well aa 
C^anden, are easily answered ; since both do freely acknowledge when 
they have made use of Leyland, by setting his Name in thair Margins."

This Text ovea ite printing, notJ» its own poetical merits, bnt 
to its adding somewliat to oar knowledge of Francis Thynne, — 
the ClianceT-comnientator, the authoi of the Aniniadver»ion» of 1599 
on Speghf s Chaucer, — of whom and whose works I have given such 
a full account in my le-edition of those Animad versions for the 
Society's Keprints^.

opinions I cannot tell ; its ai^umetits are the regular stock onea of 
the time; and I can hatdly think that he, living at CleTkenwell, 
and going in to the Heralda' College regularly to his work, could 
pretend to be a countryman as oppos'd to a Londoner.
